Mr, McF,addin's nomination came 


late Wednesday aflernon. Dr. H. T. 
Smith of McGchcc, the

candidate,, arose and announced his 
withdrawal, and then placed Mr. Mc-

Norfolk boat build, 
cr, upon the Lindberghs, officials and 
the public in his pretended negotia- 
tions with kidnapers of the Lindbergh 
baby had a place today among the 
great hoaxes of Biblical'and secular 
history.

his son leads back to the 27th- chapter 
of Genesis, and the story 
of Jacob 


masrucrading as his brother Esau to 
obtain the coveted blessing of Isaac. 


No hoax in modern times has re- 


ceived as wide publicity or as-general 
acceptance an the activities.of .Curtis. 


The nearest thing shown in avail- 


able records was the north pole dis* 
covery hcax perpetrated by Dr. Fred- 
crick A, Cook; who was hailed 'as the 
first man .to reach the pole in 1909. 
until his pretensions were proved .to 
be false. 


In 1835 marvelous discoveries on ihe 


moon atlribulcd to Sir John Herschel, 
famous scientist, .were reported .in-an 
article written by 
Richard' Adams 


Locke' and published in the old New 
York Sun.. That has become! the clas- 
sic hoax of journalism. 


FAYETTEV1LLE, Ark.-W)--John 


S. Parks of Fort Smith, member of 
the state'highway .commission,' in an. 
address Thursday before the Faycttc- 
ville Rotary Club, reviewed Ihc $100.- 
000,000 highway construction program, 
paid his respects to the legislature for 
diverting millions of dollars from the 
highway 
department 
and 
for its 


"shortsightedness,4' and concluded with 
the assertion that he was "more than 
tired" of his position. 


"Personally, I am more than tired," 


said Mr. Parks. "For five years I have 
been maligned. My nerves are about 
shattered. I know of no reason why 
I .should continue carrying on." 


Reviewing the past five years, Mr. 


Parks said the Marlinoau road law 
when enacted in 1927 "was without 
question the most popular legislation 
ever passed by an Arkansas assembly. 
That was five years ago. Whal a dif- 
icrcnl story we find today. The law 
itsell is viciously 
virificd 
its de- 


farncrs proclaming it has involved the 
state with a load of debt from which 
it will never be able to extricate it- 
sell'. 
All this and more 
is being 


hurled against it notwithstanding the 
fact I drove from Fort Smith lo Fay- 
cllcville Ihis morning, a distance of 
60 miles; in an houn and fifteen, min- 
utes, using approximalcly five gal- 
lons of gasoline out of which the 
highway revenue department received 
25 cents to be applied on Arkansas 
construction bonds. 


"What has brought about Ihis re- 


vulsion of feeling 'now so rampant 
over the stale? The answer is simple. 
The public mind has been flamed into 
a rtalc of emotional excitability and 
exaggerated sensations. 
It believes 


the present highway administralion 
rotten and the members of the com- 
mission grafters and racketeers." 


Mr. Parks said he was not here .to 


defend the highway department or 
any member of the commission. 


"If any member needs a defense of 


his action, he will make it himself," 
lie said. "So far as I am concerned, 
I am offering none for Parks."

Brown's automatic pistol and died in- 
stantly. 


Barton was brought in an automo- 


bile to Osceola, from where an am- 
bulance took him to the Memphis 
hospital. He was accompanied by a' 
local physician, who examined and 
dressed his wounds en route to Mem- 
phis. 


"I'm shot through and 
through," 


Barton told friends here. He said his 
leg was broken by one shot, another 
lodged in his abdomen and another in 
his chest and the fourth grazed his 
head. 


He said ho had gone to Brown's 


house lo ask for return of a hay baler 
that Brown had been using, and was 
reported lo have traded to Bob Crews 
for 40 tons of hay. Brown argued that 
the baler, taken from ono of Barton's 
farms last year, was junk ,!hat he had 
repaired il at his own expense and 
traded il to Crews. 


The men had quarreled previously 


ever Ihc baler und both hud consulted 
lawyers. Barton had told Crews not to 


j deliver the hay to Brown and had 
papers drawn to replevin the l.-alcr. 
Before filing the suit Carton had gone 
Wednesday afternoon lo sec Brown to 
try lo arrange an amicable1 settlement.

a House subcommittee.

He told how the commission, in 


1927, found on its "dorster a child 
with a lag on It representing $84,000,- 
000,"—the total rodd bonded indebt- 
edness of the stale. He traced the 
interest payments, and principal pay. 
ments which have reduced it to about 
$47.000.000. 


Everything would have gone alright, 


Mr. Parks said, If thft 1931 legisla- 
ture had not diverted about $0,000,000 
to other uses, leaving the highway 
department without funds to pay for 
contracts in process of execution. 


"At its meeting last November, the 


commission, by resolution, urged the 
calling of a special session," he said. 
"The governor indicated this would 
be none and the time would be early 
in December. Protests against a spec- 
ial session immediately began pour- 
Ing into Little Rock. Apparently the 
public and many of the legislators 
could not realize the necessity for it. 


. . . It was easier and more fashion- 


able to criticise rather than to help. 


"In my own mind the remedy to 


apply never appeared difficult. 
If 


the maturity date of the principal of 
the improvement bonds to be paid be- 
ginning with 1932 and ending with 
1939 could be extended for a proper, 
tionate length of time the problem 
was solved. This was what I believed 
would be done. To me It seems as if 
the legislature did everything but 
that. At least we now find what I 
believe is an intolerable predicament. 
Holders of road bonds feel they have 
been treated unfairly by the legisla- 
ture and that the present security they 
held has been repudiated . . . . 


"Having failed to make definite the 


posrlbility of the tax reverting back 
to lands in road improvement dis- 
tricts, the legislature also miserably 
muddled the propor maintenance of 
highways already built, by providing 
only $1.000.000 a year for this pur- 
pose. The Marlincau road low and the 
rccodilication act specifically provid- 
ed that not less than $2,500,000 should 
be spent annually for this purpose. 
There are 5,000 miles of gravel roads 
in Arkansas. Anyone at all familiar 
with highway 
deterioration 
knows 


$200 a year per mile will not properly 
maintain them. . . . 


"The appropriating by the 
recent 


legislature of only $1,000.000 for match- 
ing federal aid in Arkansas is another 
monumental monstrosity of legisla- 
tive foresight. 


This amount, Mr. Parks said, would 


"go a long way" toward completing 
gaps In main highways. 


After the 1931 legislature diverted a 


huge amount to various other fun'ds, 
Mr. Parks said stop orders were is- 
sued immediately by the highway de- 
partment to contractors to ccast con- 
struction.

Farm Students Aid 


Cream Marketing 


Laneburg Glaas in> Nevada 


Co. to Continue Co-op- 


erative Program 


LITTLE ROCK.—An account of how 


members of the vocational agricultural 
class at the Laneburg High School; 
Nevada county, worked'out a plan to 
market co-operatively surplus cream 
produced by farmers of'the commun- 
ity is contained in. a repprt,'received 
by R. B. Smith, state supervisor of 
vocational agriculture.. 


It was found lost fall that farmers 


in the community hod a large supply 
o£ feedstuffs, but noly a few farmers 
had herds large enough to warrant in- 
dividual handling of- cream shipments.; 
The school operated eight buses, which 
covered the community daily. 
The 


local chapter of the Future Farmers 
of America' obtained permission from 
the School Board to place a cabinet; 
on the rear of each school bus. The 
cabinets were partitioned into small 
compartments, just large enough to 
hold a gallon bucket of cream. The 
/boys picked -up- farmers' cream buck- 
ets every morning, weighed and test- 
ed the milk as part of their vocational 


agricultural training, placed it in large 
cans, issued cream checks and hand' 
led shpiments of the larger quantities, 
distributing the proceeds on the basis 
of amount-, and.quantity, of the creum 
furnished' by each farmer. Boys al- 
ternated on the assignment to handle 
the tests and' shipments, so that the 
entire class gained experience in such 
matters. 


During the winter and spring ship- 


ments average 696 pounds of butterfat 
a month, and, brought farmers of the 
community $27 a month.from surplus 
milk, which- could not 
have 
been 


handled profitably except on. a co- 
operative basis, Wilford Daniel, re- 
porter for the F. F. A., chapter, wrote 
in his report to Mr. Smith. 


The chapter plans to sponsor co- 


operative marketing of chickens, eggs, 
hogs, cottonseed and other, farm prod- 
ucts during the coming school year. 
The co-operative cream marketing 
plan will be carried on during the 
summer under the supervision of Guy 
R. Ford, agricultural instructor. Far- 
mers will assemble their cream at cen- 
tral points twice a week when they 
meet for community conferences on 
agricultural- questions.

Our Farmers, Who Have Their Own Milk, Butter, Beef, Pork and 


Garden, Have But Scarceful Felt the Effects of the Present Era 


of Fallen Prices.

In looking over the various fields of farm endeavor, we find that dairying is, at the present time, one of the most profitable lines of 
farm production—Because of the continued growth in the demand for dairy products in cities—because we can produce dairy 
products much cheaper than northern dairy communities—because the dairy farmer, or even the farmer with one milk cow, does 
not have to buy so many food products for the consumption of his own family. 


It is anticipated that the present congress may put a high tax on butter substitutes, just as it placed a high tax on colored Oleomar- 
gerine at its last session. There has been far less over-production of dairy products than many other farm commodities during the 
past two years. This was due only partly to the tax already in force on colored Oleo, and only partly to last year's drouth in 


much of the Northwest. 


The farmers in dairy communities are still receiving monthly or semi-monthly checks for their milk or cream. If they have pro- 
duced their own dairy feed, they can still sell milk products for a a small profit. 
And most of the dairy communities are in Wis- 


consin, where farmers don't have the year 'round pasturage found in this section. 


Our climate, soil and pasturage affords a wonderful place for dairying, no matter how large or how small the scale, so long as we 
use only good dairy stock. Dairying will make farm investments pay good dividends, and will help to build up Hope.

Now that we have a trick-free county, our farmers are urged to buy a good dairy cow—to start dairying on even this small a scale. 
They say that prosperity follows the dairy cow—always. This is said because dairy farming has brought prosperity to every fam"

One it the reasons is because hogs and chickens always follow the cow on the farm. 
Once a farmer buys a dairy cow, he ncwlj 


always raises more hogs and chickens-more pork and eggs-than before. .Thus he makes a considerable part of his own living 
on his own farm. 
The hogs, poultry and turkeys utilize the skim milk, and are thus fed and grown at no cost. 


At present Hope is producing about 3,000 pounds of cream a day. This could be increased to 30,000 pounds a day-cream checks 


twice a month, into the hands of a large number of our farmers.
